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REMARKS 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the very thorough consideration given 
the present application and for the allowance of claims 2, 5-7 and 10. 

Claims 2, 5-7 and 10 are now present in this application. Claims 2, 5, 6 
and 10 are independent. By this Amendment, claims 11 and 12 are canceled. 
Claims 13-20 were previously canceled. No new matter is involved. 

Reconsideration of this application, as amended, is respectfully 
requested. 

/. Rejection under 35 USC §103 

Claims 11 and 12 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
unpatentable over U. S. Patent 4,871,162 to Imai et al. in view of GB 
21327237. This rejection is respectfully traversed as moot because claims 11 
and 12 have been canceled by this amendment. 

n. Additional cited Reference 

Because the cited, but not applied, reference to U.S. Patent 4,085,929 has 
not been utilized to reject the claims, but has merely been cited to show the state 
of the art, no comment need be made with respect thereto. 
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m. Conclusion
